The 
directing spirits of this track are the leading 
men of Chicago, and the community at large 
have the utmost confidence in their judgment 
and integrity. It was an evil day for the breed- 
ing and turf interests of the country when 
Washington Park Club was forced to abandon 
its meetings. Now that the club has decided to 
race again, probably the old time enthusiasm 
of Chicago for high class turf sport will be 
roused. Success to the coming summer meet- 
ing.— Turf, Field and Farm. 

The San Francisco Breeder and Sportsman of 
Tuesday says: “The Supervisors of San Fran- 
cisco, at their meeting yesterday, voted unani- 
mously not to restrict racing in this city, an 
action altogether unexpected by even the most 
sanguine friends of the sport of kings in this 
city. The Examiner had the following to say 
^yalDout the matter: ‘Racing will continue as 
usual at the Ingleside track, because the Board 
of Supervisors by unanimous vote yesterday 
^ postponed indefinitely the consideration of the 
subject of limiting racing days. When Dr. 
Clinton’s resolution to limit the time to sixty 
consecutive days was announced the author of 
the resolution spoke in its defense; but even 
those who .deprecated gambling at the track 
admitted that if the time were curtailed at the 
Ingleside track, it would be extended at the 
Oakland track. On the adoption of the resolu- 
tion the vote stood 10 to 2, only Supervisor 
Rivera voting with Dr. Clinton. Supervisor 
Smith subsequently put a quietus on the whole 
subject by moving its indefinite postponement. 
This motion was seconded by Dr. Clinton, who 
explained: “From this moment I cease to be a 
reformer.” Then the unanimous vote was 
cast.’ ”

“The horsemen racing at Newport yesterday 
got up a petition asking the Queen City Jockey 
Club to continue the meeting now in progress, 
which is scheduled to close May 3, ten days. 
They represent that, as it will be absolutely im- 
possible for the horsemen to secure stable room 
either at Chicago or Louisville, such an exten- 
sion would be a real benefit to those who have 
horses at Newport ready to race. The Newport 
people will not, however, comply with their 
request unless they have it officially that the 
4L New Louisville Jockey Club has no objection to 
Newport’s running during the first 10 days of the 
meeting at Churchill Downs. Under existing 
conditions the clash would not in anywise hurt 
the Louisville Club, but the Newport people 
will not assume that an extension of their meet- 
ing would, therefore, not be objected to. If the 
Louisville club signifies a willingness to 
have the Campbell county meeting continue be- 
yond May 3, and Mr. Austin will extend his con- 
tract for the betting privileges, the Newport 
meeting will be extended. Otherwise it will 
c ome to a close on the advertised date May 3. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 

It is reported that O. Bradley has refused an 
offer of $15,000 for his crack colt Greatland. 
The colt has valuable eastern engagements, be- 
ing in the Great American, Tremont, Hudson 
and Expectation Stakes for 1898 with the Brook- 
lyn Jockey Club, and in the Junior Champion, 
Juvenile, Great Eclipse and Nursery Stakes at 
Morris Park, and in the Kentucky Derby and 
Clark Stakes for 1899. He is also entered in all 
the fixed events for his age at Oakley and Lato- 
nia, and it is his owner’s intention to nominate 
him for the Quickstep and Hyde Park stakes 
at the coming meeting at Washington Park. 

William Mahoney, an employe of Pat Dunne’s 
died at Louisville Friday night from the effects 
of a blow on the head. He was mixed up in a 
row with some colored stable boys and was 
dealt a blow with a club. His injury was not 
deemed serious at first. Alonzo Frazier has 
been arrested and charged with the crime. He 
claims, however, that he is innocent, and that 
Henry Wheeler is guilty. 

Secretary Russwurm denies that racing will be 
given up at Nashville. On the contrary he says 
eight days racing will be given there next 
spring to follow the Memphis meeting regard- 
less of conflicts with other racing organizations. 
He also says the late meeting was conducted at 
a loss of only $2,500 instead of the much greater 
sums reported in various publications. 

Turf, Field and Farm says that M. F. Dwyer’s 
great sprinter Harry Reed has been let up in 
his work, and it is thought he has permanently 
broken down. He was frequently lame for- 
ward last season, but by careful nursing he was 
kept going until late in the fall. This spring 
his lameness developed and has stuck to him. 

W. O. Scully’s filly Aunt Bird is “some pun- 
kins” on speed herself. In the race at Newport 
Friday, in which she ran third to Imp and 
Richard J, she led the first quarter in 221, three- 
eighths in 344 and the half in 464, all being 
records so far as the Cincinnati tracks are con- 
cerned. 

Jockey Chas. Reiff has arrived at Newport 
from his home at Wichita, Kan. But for his 
father’s serious sickness he would have re- 
ported for duty sooner. 

P. S. P. Randolph has purchased Cherry 
Picker, 3, and Rhodymenia, 2, from A. H. & D. 
H. Morris, and Tyran, 2, from R. W. Walden 
& Son.
